METHODS OF PURCHASE 
Educational customers may purchase computer systems 
from Digital in one of three ways: 


1. Outright Purchase (least expensive alternative since 
there are no financing charges). 

2. Third Party Lease or Rental (TELCO, U.S. Leasing 
and various banks can offer a variety of plans tailored 
to individual customers). 

3. DEC Lease (5-year lease plan). 


EDUCATIONAL LEASE PLAN 

Term of Lease—5 years 

Monthly Charge—Equal to 2.2% of the purchase price of 
the equipment. Payments to be made quarterly in ad- 
vance.Additional interest will be charged for late payment. 


Purchase Option—The equipment may be purchased at 
any time during the term of the lease; 67% of the regular 
payments may be applied toward the purchase price. 


Full Payout—Customer owns system upon payment of 
5% of the system cost at the end of five years. 


Installation Charge—There will be a one-time charge 
installation/software charge on systems as follows: 


EduSystems 10, 20, 30, 40, 60, 70 $150 
EduSystem 40-EDP $350 
EduSystem 50 (TSS/8) and 

EduSystem 80 (RSTS-11) $500 


Customer must also pay initial freight charges FOB 
Maynard, Massachusetts or other DEC plant. 


Warranty—30 days. 


Maintenance—A standard DEC field service mainte- 
nance contract is highly recommended but not manda- 
tory. If a contract is not taken, the system must be main- 
tained by DEC “on-call.” The customer must have at 
least one call scheduled every six months for preventive 
maintenance and to install the latest ECO’s. 


Termination—Cancellation is permitted after one year 
subject to the following conditions. 


Lessee represents that it has every reason to believe 
that sufficient funds will be available to enable all pay- 
ments due under said Lease to be made during the full 
term of said Lease. If Lessee shall be in default under 
the Lease because (1) funds are not appropriated dur- 
ing a subsequent fiscal period during the term of the 
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Lease for the acquisition of services and functions 
which in whole or in part are essentially the same 
services and functions for the performance of which 
the DEC computer system was leased, (2) Lessee has 
exhausted all funds legally available for all payment 
due under the lease, (3) there is no other legal proce- 
dure by which payment can be made to DEC and (4) 
such default did not result from any act or failure to act 
of Lessee, Lessee shall have the right upon the giving 
of at least 90 days prior written notification to terminate 
the Lease. 


If such Lease is terminated, Lessee agrees that if funds 
are subsequently appropriated or otherwise acquired 
at any time during what would otherwise have been the 
term of the Lease for the acquisition of services and 
functions which in whole or in part are essentially the 
same services and functions for the performance of 
which the DEC computer system was intended, Lessee 
agrees that it shall purchase, lease, or otherwise acquire 
such computer system from DEC. 


In the event of termination, a penalty shall be charged 
equal to one month rental payment for each remaining 
year, or fraction thereof, or the lease. 


Return of Equipment—!In case of termination, equipment 
must be returned to DEC in good condition (see Main- 
tenance section above). Customer must pay return freight 
to Maynard, Massachusetts or other point designated 
by DEC.

Upgrading Kits 
The cost to upgrade from one EduSystem to the next, is generally equal to the price difference between the two 
systems plus a nominal field installation charge. For example, the cost to upgrade from EduSystem 10 to 20 would 
be ($17,000-7,390)—$9,950 plus $790 field installation.
